Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Winkler et al 
(7,1 1 8,334). Winkler et al. discloses a assembly frame for affixing an axial ventilator providing 
with mounting flanges to a wall of a housing 4 of a device to be cooled, comprising: formed 
. locking elements 9 for receiving the mounting flanges and mushroom-shaped projections 7 
having a head 72 that tapers outward in the form of a truncated cone to hold the assembly to the 
housing. The projection further comprises a hole 74 that penetrates the head. 

CONCLUSION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Curlee et al. (6,351,380) is discloses a fan mounting arrangement having a mushroom 
shaped projection 20 for connecting the arrangement to the fan and a plurality of locking 
elements 16 for connecting the assembly to a housing wall.
